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FOREWORD 


This report is the twenty-fourth in a series of annual Estimates of School 
Statistics compiled by the Research Division of the National Education Associa- 
tion. It presents statistical predictions for public elementary and secondary 
schools for the school year 1965-66 and revised estimates for the school year 
1964-65. Included are figures on administrative organization, pupils, profes- 
sional staff, and revenues and expenditures for the nation as a whole and for 
each of the 50 states and the District of Columbia. In addition, the states 
have been grouped according to geographical area, and regional subtotals are 
given where possible. 


With few exceptions, which are noted in the report, these estimates are 
consistent in definition with the figures published by the U. S. Office of Edu- 
cation in its series, Statistics of State School Systems. Nevertheless, the 
figures contained herein should be identified as estimates and should not be 
used after the final report of statistics of state school systems becomes avail- 
able from the U. S. Office of Education. 


Estimates for this year present a special problem of forecasting how fast 
the new federal programs provided in PL 89-10 will get under way. If funds for 
the state plans and the school system programs are not approved in sufficient 
time to be expended this school year, they will not be reflected in the final 
revenues and expenditures for 1965-66. In this report we optimistically expect 
that most states will receive from 50 percent to 75 percent of the total allot- 
ment of federal funds. 


This project is a cooperative one, involving state departments of education 
and state education associations as well as the NEA Research Division. Careful- 
ly prepared estimates by the NEA Research Division are submitted to the state 
departments of education and to the state education associations for verifica- 
tion or revision. State figures which have not been approved or revised on the 
basis of information from the various states are marked as NEA Research Division 
estimates. 


The totals for the United States for years prior to 1958-59 cover 48 states 
and the District of Columbia. Alaska is included in the totals for 1958-59; and 
both Alaska and Hawaii, in the totals for 1959-60 and subsequent years. Figures 
for the Canal Zone, Guam, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands are given in 
Table 13.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 


Each state has a state department of education, headed by a chief state school officer, which 
exercises general control over public elementary and secondary schools. Many states, particularly 
those with large numbers of small school districts, have intermediate administrative units operat- 
ing between the state and the local level. These intermediate units do not operate schools but 
render consultative, advisory, and statistical services, and perform regulatory and inspectional 
functions. The local school district is the basic administrative unit for the operation of elemen- 
tary and secondary schools or for contracting for school services. The governing body of the dis- 
trict is the school board. The chief administrative officer is the superintendent of schools. 


Basic Administrative Units 


In organization, size, and characteristics, local school districts vary greatly throughout the 
United States. They may be independent governmental units or agencies of a state, county, or local 
government. А11 school districts in 29 states are independent governmental units; in four states 
and the District of Columbia all districts are dependent. Іп the remaining states there are school 
districts of both types.— Better than 3 out of every 5 school districts are not coterminous with 


other local governmental units.= 


A school district may operate a school system for all or for some of its children or may pay 
other school districts for these services. In complexity of operation, these basic local units 
range from one-teacher rural systems to large metropolitan systems serving thousands. 


The number of basic administrative units reported in 1931-32 was 127,422. Primarily as a re- 
sult of reorganization laws, which have facilitated the consolidation and annexation of school dis- 
tricts, the number of such units has declined steadily. The 1965-66 total of 26,802 represents а 
79-percent decrease from 1931-32 figure; a 5l.l-percent decrease in the 10-year period since 1955- 
56; and a 6.9-percent decrease in the past year. 

The trend over the past 10 years in the total number of basic administrative units in the 
states and the District of Columbia is shown below by combining figures of the U. S. Office of Edu- 


cation with NEA Research Division estimates (NEA Research Division estimates are starred):

Of the 26,802 basic administrative units estimated for 1965-66, 24,381, or 91.0 percent, are 
operating school districts; the remaining 2,421 do not operate any school facility but transfer 
their pupils elsewhere. The comparison below of regional distributions of operating school dis- 
tricts and pupil enrollments in the fall of 1965 gives some indication of the variation in the 
size of school districts.

Board Members 


With the decrease in the number of administrative units has come a decrease in the number of 
school-board members and trustees. These are citizens elected or appointed to determine policy 
and to exercise general supervision over the operations of the local school districts. The U. S. 
Office of Education reported a total of 423,974 school-board members in 1933. By 1964-65 the num- 
ber of school-board members in basic units had decreased to an estimated 136,779. In 1965-66 the 
number of school-board members was estimated at 129,585. 


School Superintendents 


The superintendent of a school system is a professional person in charge of the administra- 
tion of the activities of the local school system. А number of superintendents administer the 
functions of two or more local school systems. More superintendents have been added in some states 
as the size of the school systems increased. The number of superintendents in the basic units was 
estimated at 13,756 for 1964-65 and at 13,784 for 1965-66. These totals are smaller than the total 
number of persons with the title of "superintendent of schools" since they do not include state su- 
perintendents or superintendents of intermediate units (such as counties in the western states), 
and a few other special types.

Elementary-school enrollment increased 2.3 percent from 1964-65 to 1965-66, and since 1955-56 
it has increased 23.2 percent. Secondary-school enrollment increased 2.3 percent from 1964-65 to 
1965-66, and since 1955-56 it has increased an estimated 86.7 percent. 


The NEA Research Division enrollment estimates are cumulative enrollments to the end of the 
school year. The enrollment figures reported in the Statistics of State School Systems of the U. S. 
Office of Education are comparable to NEA Research Division estimates in respect to time, method of 
computation, and totals, but differ in that the U. S. Office of Education divides total enrollment 
into grade levels rather than into the organization levels of the NEA Research Division estimates. 


The NEA Research Division estimates of total enrollment and the total figures reported later 
by the U. S. Office of Education in the Statistics of State School Systems are comparable. The 
estimates of the total enrollment in the NEA series shown above and the total enrollment figures 
reported in the Statistics of State School Systems series of the U. S. Office of Education shown 
below have differed only slightly for the years 1955-56 through 1961-62. The difference between 
the U. S. Office of Education figures of total enrollment for 1961-62 and the NEA Research Division 
estimates for the same year is only 1 percent.

Column 9 of Tables 3 and 4 shows 94.0 percent as the percent that average daily attendance is 
of average daily membership for both 1964-65 and 1965-66 for the 50 states and the District of 
Columbia. The difference between 100 percent and the percents shown in this column is an indica- 
tion of average daily absence. 


High-School Graduates 


An estimated 2,387,728 high-school pupils will graduate in 1965-66. This is an increase of 
1.1 percent over the estimated number of graduates in 1964-65 and 90.7 percent higher than in 
1955-56. The estimate of public high-school graduates in 1964-65 was 2,362,589, a 17.4-percent 
increase over 1963-64. The 1963-64 estimated number of graduates was 16.2 percent higher than in 
1962-63. These percentage increases reflect the large increases in births in 1946 and 1947, and 
the slight downward leveling off which started in 1948. They also reflect the greater holding 
power of the schools in keeping pupils in school through high-school graduation. The figures 
below show the 10-year trend by combining the figures of the U. S. Office of Education and the NEA 
Research Division estimates (starred):

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INSTRUCTIONAL STAFF 


The instructional staff comprises classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, librarians, 
guidance and psychological personnel, and related instructional workers. In these estimates the 
series on the total instructional staff is better than the series on the staff components because 
of the differences among states in the classifications of positions within the instructional staff 
and shifts in these classifications over the years. 


Total Instructional Staff 


The total instructional staff in 1965-66 is estimated at 1,866,273. This is an increase of 
3.9 percent over the revised estimate of 1,796,574 staff members in 1964-65. The estimates of the 
NEA Research Division of the numbers of classroom teachers, principals, Supervisors, and other in- 
structional staff are shown below for each of the past two years.

The elementary-school classroom teachers totaled 964,639 in 1965-66, a gain of 3.8 percent 
over the revised estimate of 929,458 for 1964-65. The elementary-school classroom teaching staff 
has increased 33.4 percent since 1955-56. 


By 1965-66 the secondary-school classroom teachers numbered an estimated 734,691, a gain of 
3.9 percent over the revised estimate of 707,263 for 1964-65. Over the years since 1955-56 the num- 
ber of secondary-school teachers has increased 79.1 percent. 


For 1965-66 the total number of classroom teachers is estimated at 1,699,330, a gain of 3.8 
percent over the revised estimate of 1,636,721 for 1964-65. Since 1955-56 the total classroom 
teaching staff has increased 50.0 percent.

Men classroom teachers have been increasing steadily as a percent of total classroom teachers. 
In 1965-66, it is estimated that men will account for 31.6 percent of the teaching staff in ele- 
mentary and secondary schools as compared with 26.0 percent in 1955-56. In actual numbers, men 
teachers will increase from 294,170 in 1955-56 to an estimated 536,575 in 1965-66, or 82.4 percent. 
In the same period, women teachers will increase from 838,923 in 1955-56 to an estimated 1,162,755, 
or 38.6 percent. The percentage increase in men teachers has been largest in the secondary 
schools--94.8 percent higher in 1965-66 than in 1955-56. In the elementary schools the increase 
over the same period was 55.3 percent. State details on the estimated numbers of men and women 
classroom teachers are shown in Tables 5 and 6 for 1964-65 and 1965-66. 


The figures and percentages given below show the trend in the increasing employment of men 
on the teaching staff.

Instructional Staff Salaries 


The estimate of the average salary of the instructional staff in 1965-66 is $6,792 (Table 8). 
The revised estimate for 1964-65 is $6,465 (Table 7). The gain of $327 represents an increase of 


5.1 percent. 


These average salary figures are for the entire instructional staff--classroom teachers, prin- 
cipals, supervisors, and other instructional personnel. In the computation of the national average, 
each state average is weighted by the number of instructional staff members in the state. 


The trend in average salaries is shown below as a combination of figures of the U. S. Office 
of Education and estimates of the NEA Research Division (starred):

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Salaries of the instructional staff have gained every year in the past 10 years at an average 
annual rate of 5.1 percent. The average salary per member of the instructional staff in 1965-66 is 
estimated at $6,792, an increase of $2,636, or 63.4 percent over the average salary of $4,156 in 
1955-56. However, in terms of purchasing power as measured by the Consumer Price Index of the 
U. S. Department of Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics (1957-59 - 100.0), the average salary of in- 
structional staff members was $4,421 in 1955-56 and had advanced to $6,163 in 1965-66. Insofar as 
the Consumer Price Index is an accurate measure of the increases in the cost of living for instruc- 
tional staff members throughout the United States, the real gain in the purchasing power of average 
salaries amounted to 39.4 percent in the 10 years since 1955-56. 


Classroom Teachers? Salaries 


For 1964-65 the estimated average salary of classroom teachers was revised to $6,195, or 96 
percent of the average salary of the total instructional staff. The revised average annual salary 
of elementary-school teachers in 1964-65 was $5,985; and of secondary-school teachers, $6,451. 


For 1965-66 the average salary of classroom teachers is estimated at $6,506, or 96 percent of 
the figure for the entire instructional staff. This is a gain of 5.1 percent over the figure for 
1964-65. The estimated average salary of elementary-school teachers in 1965-66 is $6,293; and of 
secondary-school teachers, $6,768. 


The average salaries of elementary-school teachers are lower than those of secondary-school 
teachers; however, over the past years the difference appears to be growing smaller. In 1955-56 
the average annual salary of elementary-school teachers was 87.4 percent of the corresponding fig- 
ure for secondary-school teachers. Ву 1965-66 the average salary of elementary-school teachers in- 
creased to 93.0 percent of the salary estimated for secondary-school teachers. The decrease in the 
difference may be the result of several factors: (а) increased preparation of elementary-school 
teachers, (b) more acute shortage of elementary-school teachers in the past 10 years, (c) longer 
periods of service, and (d) improved status in the position of elementary-school teachers. 


Table 7, columns 6 through 13, and Table 8, columns 8 through 15, show by state the percent

In 1955-56, about 43 percent of all classroom teachers were paid less than $3,500. It is 
estimated that іп 1965-66 less than 1 percent will be paid less than $3,500. Іп 1955-56, fewer than 
3 classroom teachers in 10 were paid $4,500 or more; in 1965-66, about 9 classroom teachers in 
10 will be paid $4,500 or more.

In 1965-66, the salary in the state with the highest average annual salary of instructional 
staff is twice that in the state with the lowest. In 1955-56, the ratio between the highest and 
the lowest average state salaries was about 2.2 to 1. Notwithstanding this decrease in percentage 
relationship, the dollar gap has widened by $1,400 over this 10-year period. 
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REVENUE AND NONREVENUE RECEIPTS 


The total revenue and nonrevenue receipts of public schools are estimated at $27,519,849,000 
for 1965-66. This is an increase of 11.5 percent over the revised estimated total receipts of 
$24,686,448,000 for 1964-65. 


All receipts which become available during the school year are reported; receipts which are 
used for payment of principal and interest on long-term debt and nonrevenue receipts which are used 
largely for capital outlay expenditures are included. The figures on expenditures, however, in- 
clude capital outlay but exclude principal payments.  Chiefly for this reason, the total receipts 
will generally be in excess of the total expenditures. 


Revenue Receipts 


This series includes revenue receipts available for expenditures for current expenses, capital 
outlay, and debt service for public schools. Included as revenue receipts are all appropriations 
from general funds of federal, state, county, and local governments, receipts from taxes levied for 
school purposes, income from permanent school funds and endowments, income from leases of school 
lands, interest on bank deposits, tuition, gifts, etc. 


For 1965-66, revenue receipts are estimated at $24,718,803,000, an increase of 12.6 percent 
over the revised estimate of $21,962,262,000 for 1964-65. Estimates for 1965-66 presented a special 
problem in forecasting how fast the new federal programs provided in "The Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act of 1965" will get under way. If funds for the state plans and the school system pro- 
grams are not approved in sufficient time to be expended this year, they will not be reflected in 
the final revenues and expenditures for 1965-66. In this report, most of the state estimates were 
optimistically based on 50 to 75 percent of the total allotments of federal funds under Public Law 
89-10. 


From 1955-56 through 1965-66, school revenue receipts increased 155.2 percent at an average an- 


nual rate of 10.0 percent for the decade. Below are shown the revenue receipts since 1955-56 as 
reported by the U. S. Office of Education and the NEA Research Division estimates (starred):

Nonrevenue Receipts 


Nonrevenue receipts include all monies received from loans, sales of bonds, sales of property 
purchased from capital funds, and insurance adjustments. The nonrevenue receipts for 1965-66 were 
$2,801,046, up 2.8 percent from the revised estimate of $2,724,186 for 1964-65. From 1955-56 to 
1965-66, nonrevenue receipts increased 18.9 percent. Total nonrevenue receipts are shown in a com- 
bination of figures from the U. S. Office of Education and the NEA Research Division estimates

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EXPENDITURES 


The total expenditures of the public schools, including current expense, capital outlay, and 
interest, increased from $23,029,742,000 in 1964-65 to an estimated $25,824,635,000 in 1965-66. 
The increase of $2.8 billion includes expected expenditures made possible by the recent federal ap- 
propriations and by rising state appropriations, and local tax revenues. Increased expenditures 
are estimated for all major categories of expenditure, i.e., current expenditures for elementary 
and secondary day schools, current expenditures for other programs (community services, community 
colleges, adult education, etc.), and capital outlay. The actual 1965-66 expenditures may differ 
appreciably from these beginning of the year estimates, depending largely upon the speed with which 
state and local systems qualify for the federal grants. 


Total Expenditures 


The total amount to be spent during 1965-66 for current expense, capital outlay, and interest 
on school debt is estimated at $25,824,635,000. This represents a 12.1-percent increase over the 


total expenditures in 1964-65 and a 135.7-percent increase over 1955-56.

Annual increases over the past 10 years have averaged 9.8 percent. In the 10 years since 1955- 
56 current expenditures for public elementary and secondary day schools have increased 153.4 percent. 


Current Expenditure per Pupil in ADA 


The current expenditure per pupil in average daily attendance (ADA) for elementary and sec- 
ondary day schools for 1965-66 is estimated at $533, an increase of $49 over the revised figure of 
$484 for 1964-65. The increase in per-pupil expenditure is estimated at twice the amount of in- 


crease reported from 1963-64 to 1964-65.

Current expenditure per pupil in ADA increased from $294 in 1955-56 to an estimated $533 in 
1965-66, a rise of 81.3 percent. Variations among the states in expenditures per pupil are great. 
Estimated expenditures per pupil in ADA for 1965-66 vary from a low of $318 to a high of $869. Ex- 
penditures per pupil in ADA for the 50 states are distributed as follows:

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Current Expenditure per Pupil in ADM 


Average daily membership (ADM) is recommended as a better measure than ADA for use in comput- 
ing per-pupil expenditures. It represents an average of the pupils belonging--those attending 
(ADA) plus those absent--and provides a measure of the actual number of pupils for whom the ex- 
penditures were made. Because some states have not adopted this method of pupil reporting, figures 
on expenditures per pupil in ADM are incomplete. 


Column 4 of Tables 11 and 12 gives the expenditure per pupil in ADM for 1964-65 (revised) and 
for 1965-66 for each of the 43 states and the District of Columbia reporting average daily member- 
ship. From this incomplete return, the NEA Research Division has estimated that for the 50 states 
and the District of Columbia the expenditure per pupil in ADM as $454 for 1964-65 and $501 for 
1965-66, or about 94 percent of the expenditure per pupil in ADA for each of these years. 


Current Expenditures for Other Programs 


Current expenditures for programs other than elementary and secondary day school programs in- 
clude expenditures for summer schools, community colleges, adult education, and for community serv- 
ices (public libraries, community centers, recreational programs, etc.) when operated by local 
school districts. 


Current expenditures for other programs amounted to $501,007,000 in 1964-65 and to 
$629,283,000 in 1965-66, an increase of 25.6 percent. This substantial increase reflects the ad- 
dition of community college programs in some states, increased funds for vocational and adult 
education, and the many new and expanded community services administered by local school districts. 


Capital Outlay 


Capital outlay was estimated at $3,241,285,000 for 1964-65 and at $3,488,467,000 for 1965-66. А 
10-year trend in expenditures for capital outlay is given below for the years 1955-56 through 
1965-66 by combining figures from the Ü. S. Office of Education and estimates of the NEA Research 
Division (NEA Research Division estimates are starred):

rate of 4.1 percent. 
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Interest on School Debt 


For the school year 1964-65 the total expenditure for interest was estimated at $738,525,000. 
For the school year 1965-66 this expenditure increased to $800,387,000, a gain of 8.4 percent. 
The trend from 1955-56 through 1965-66 is shown below by combining figures from the U. S. Office 
of Education and the NEA Research Division (NEA Research Division estimates are starred):
